AN ADDRESS TO PARENTS 

ON THE EDUCATION OF THEIR CHILDREN.* 

By the Right Rev. the Lord Bishop of S. Andrews. 

Since I announced the heading of this address, I have 
looked over the record of lectures which have been delivered 
here and elsewhere before the Union which I have now the 
honour and pleasure of addressing. I see that many matters 
of detail have been dealt with by those who were obviously 
competent to bring them before the Society. I purpose, 
therefore, to modify to some extent the subject of my own 
lecture, believing, however, that those who are kind enough 
to follow my line of thought will find that they have been 
brought face to face with several helps and hindrances in 
that vital matter of education, upon the successful handling 
of which depends the well-being alike of the nation and of the 
individual. 

The right end and aim, then, of every intelligent human 
being is to be a follower of God — or, as it is more rightly 
translated in the Revised Version, an imitator of God. “ Be 
ye imitators of God," says the Holy Spirit, speaking by the 
mouth of the Apostle Paul. 

When St. John had to strengthen the faith of the early 
Christians amid the entanglements of a fallen world, e was
